English Education 
Contrasted With 

Our System

The Cosmopolitans* proved 
themselves right in line with the 
issues of th e hour by*having as 
the feature of their Saturday ev¬ 
ening meeting a review of th e En¬ 
glish school system by Professor 
Cecil Oldham. 

“The English educational sys¬ 
tem ig lik e the British constitu¬ 
tion,’’ he said, “it really doesn’t 
exist.” Education was for many 
year s completely in the hand of 
religious agenfcies. Naturally the 
result was a decided religious 
bias toward Non-Conformist or 
Anglican doctrines. Now, how¬ 
ever, sinc e state aid is given 
to education the religious teach¬ 
ing of the schools is limited to 
study of the Scriptures without 
denominationl interpretation. 

State support of schools was agi¬ 
tated as early as the eighteenth 
century, but even such men as Fox 
and Pitt opposed it on the grounds 
that education of the masses 
would raise them above their own 
level to their detriment. / The 
movement met with more success 
in 1870 when parliament agreed to 
aid in the building programs. 

The British system embraces 
nothing which exactly corres- 
pondll to the American question- 
and recitation method except in 
the study of languages. Then if 
th e pupil is wise enough to keep 
quiet, the absent-minded professor 
is likely to forget whether or not 
he has recited lately and so he 
may escape being called on for 
weeks on a stretch. 

There is greater standardization 
of requirements in England than in 
America, and these requirements 
are usually taken care of in the 
pre-college days. This j^obably 
accounts for the fact that Eng¬ 
lish students are two years ahead 
(Continued on Page 3) 


The George F. 

Milton Awards 
in Journalism 


The late George F. Milton, pre¬ 
sident and editor of the Chatta¬ 
nooga News, in the earnest desire 
to render permanent service to the 
cause of International Peace—an 
ideal to which his life was devoted 
—established in his will a fund 
to be known as the George F. 
Milton Awards in Journalism, the 
income from which is now avail¬ 
able to Southern writers. 

For 1931, a cash award of $500 
w ill be made to the writer who 
shall publish in any newspaper 
or periodical in the South during 
the calendar year of 1931, th e best 
editorial or editorials advancing 
the cause of International Peace. 
The term “South” shall be under¬ 
stood to mean the following 
states: Tennessee, Kentucky, 

North Carolina, South, Carolina, 
Virginia, Florida, Georgia, Ala¬ 
bama, Mississippi, and Maryland. 

Writers should submit two clip¬ 
pings of their published articles 
pasted upon white sheets 8 1-2 
xll inches. One sheet should be 
labeled with the name and address 
of the author, name of periodical 
in which the article appeared and 
data of publication. The other 
sheet should contain only the clip¬ 
ping. All articles should be mailed 
to “The George F. Milton Award, 
Division of University Extension, 
Box 4218, The University of Ten¬ 
nessee," and must be received by 
December 31, 1931. 

In addition to the award in 
Journalism the Milton Fund pro¬ 
vides for a cash award of 
$200 to the woman writer in the 
South who shall accomplish most 
for her sex during the calendar 
year 1931. This award will be de¬ 
termined, without competition, by 
the administrators of the Fund. 

The decisions will be announced 
as soon as possible after the 
first of the year, and checks will 
be mailed to the winners. The 
administrators reserve the right 
to withhold awards if no compet¬ 
itors are sufficiently worthy.

BIBLE STUDENTS 
OF CAMPBELL’S 
CLASSJEAR DR. 

Discusses Out of Bible 
In Relation To Soul 
of Nation 


Mr. Robert Norwood, pastor of 
the St. Batrholomew Church in 
New York City, was the visitor 
to the Bible Class of Dr. Campbell 
Thursday morning, after the cha¬ 
pel program on the bleachers. He 
made an earnest appeal to the 
students to try and derive more 
pleasure and art out of reading 
the old testament than ha 3 been 
the custom. 

“What continues the soul of a 
nation?” asked Mr. Norwood. His 
own answer was “the art of a 
country determines the soul of any 
nation and therefore art should be 
preserved.” In defining Evil he 
stated that it was a deed without 
a soul. 

“There is no art without God,” 
the speaker continued, “and divine 
nature is related theoretically to 
human nature. The Bible is a 
handbook of friendship, and con¬ 
tains ail the various aspects 
of life, including love. If the old 
testament bores you there must 
be some barrier. Collectively the 
Bible represents some of the high¬ 
est and most frequent moments 
of poetry." 

Mr. Norwood's observation of 
the south in regard to religious 
treatment has been that the south 
looks seriously at the Bible. In 
concluding he left a plea for the 
students to remain in the same 
reverential manner toward the re¬ 
ligion tjiat he might happen to 
represent.

Noted Grammarian 
Speaks on Aspects 
of Writing 

Mr. Sherwin Cody well-known 
grammarian, who is a familiar 
figure at Rollins, sppkp Friday. 
January 30 at chapel about the 
different aspects of writing. 

Mr. Cody said that insofaras 
any reason for his speech existed, 
it was the desire to comfort as¬ 
piring authors. He told how it 
usually happens that the aspirant 
having taken his' degree feels a 
great contempt for academic 
things and realizes that they have 
not fitted him to write. Realiz¬ 
ing this he feels the need of asso¬ 
ciation with crude raw men and 
life in the rough. The young 
author also gets at this time the 
notion that he must go off to some 
solitary place for a year where 
he can writ e unmolested. And yet 
with his year up, and in spite of 
the fact that the world is jammed 
with people anxious to pay their 
moRpy for entertainment, he is 
still unable to sell his manu¬ 
scripts. Some innate defect, cold¬ 
ness or prosiness prevents the 
young author from being accep¬ 
table to the mass of people. 

Mr. Cody cited his own famous 
sea-story as an example of this 
case, calling it the coldest story 
ever written. Though it was 
praised by Henry James and by 
Brander Matthews, the story was 
not a success because unfortun¬ 
ately these gentlemen did not con- 
titute a profitable audience. So be¬ 
cause of his lack of warmth young 
Cody had! to give up fiction writ¬ 
ing. 

Happening by chance to turn 
out a little practical grammar he 
achieved unsought success, despite 
the fact that he had had no con¬ 
suming ambition to write gram¬ 
mars, and in fact had not wished 
to do them.

E. T. Brown Gives 
Information For 
Commons Committee 


To clear up many of the points 
concerning the Commons, the 
SANDSPUR has secured the fol¬ 
lowing interview from E. T. 
Brown- s peaking for the Common s 
Committee: 

During the fall term th e College 
Commons did a gross business of 
$32,488.93 which is an increase of 
over 60% over the fall term of 
1929. 

Over 75,000 individual meals 
were served during the fall term 
of 1930-31 at an average cost of 
43c to the students. 

The intention of the College is 
to operate the Commons at cost 
but on an entirely self-sustaining 
basis. Even by so doing with 
every operation the Commons 
should be able to furnish board 
for a price which no individual 
organization could compete with 
as there is no charge for any it¬ 
ems of overhead, taxes, profit and 
the like which are found in all 
kinds of private businesses. 

During the current year there 
is approximately 35 students em¬ 
ployed in the Commons. Many, 
if not all of these, students would 
be unable to attend college if it 
were not for this very substantial 
aid. In general, these workers 
are given their meals for their 
services. 

The Commons should b e one of 
the most democratic features of 
our college life and it is possible 
to adjust it so as to suit the great¬ 
er majority of students; for ex¬ 
ample, in the event that a greater 
variety or finer type of service 
is desired, it should be entirely 
possible that if such a desire be¬ 
came unanimous to raise the price 
of board to cover this item and 
give the service and quality of 
food desired. On the other hand 
if it should be the concensus of 
opinion that the price is too high 
after effecting all possible con- 
omies in operation, the cost should 
be lowered if there still can be as 
sufficient servic e and sufficient 
variety of food. 

In common with the financial 
data from Y. M. C. A. and Y. W. 
C. A. cafeterias something over 
50 percent of the gross collec¬ 
tions is spent for raw materials, 
provisions, meats, vegetables, etc. 
The remainder of the cost goes 
to pay for the services of waiters, 
the replacement of equipment and 
the maintenance of the Commons. 
To get a picture of what mass 
production wil do it is only neces¬ 
sary to attempt to purchase for 
one or two individuals the same 
variety of food in the local groc¬ 
eries and meat markets on a bud¬ 
get of approximately 65c per day 
per person. The volume of the 
Commons makes possible many 
economies in purchasing which 
would be impossible if run on a 
smaller s cale.

Chairman L. A. Wood of the 
committee, co-operating , with 
Mayor F. W. Cady, general chair¬ 
man of the day, and other able and 
enthusiastic workers, now have 
definite plans well under way to 
i make thi s year’s celebration more 
elaborate than in any previous 
I year. 

A larg e representation of civic 
I organizations, college fraternities 
and sororities and school children 
is expected to take part in the 
I evening parade. Prizes will be 
offered for the most unique cos¬ 
tume, floats, historical representa¬ 
tions, etc. 

F. L. Hall was again named 
chairman of illumination, to have 
charge of hanging Japanese lan¬ 
terns, colored lights and fireworks. 
F. W. Shepherd will be chairman 
of the seating committee and R. 
C. Baker, L. M. Chubb, H B. 
Carleton and W. H. Schultz to 
serve on the prizes commttee.

Review of Candida 


By Sylvester Bingham 
Friday evening last the Little 
Theatre Workshop produced 
Shaw’s Candida before an aud- 
iene delighted and enthusiastic 
from its first view of Prossy to 
the departure of March banks, 
hugging hi s secret, into the night. 
The players acted throughout with 
intensity of feeling and natural¬ 
ness of action produced by care¬ 
ful analysis and constant repeti¬ 
tion. A difficult play to produce 
effectively because of the emphas¬ 
is on thought rather than on ac¬ 
tion, praise is particularly due 
members of th e cast for the in¬ 
terpretive stage business, faical 
expression, and voice modulation. 
The stage setting and the lighting 
effects were most carefully hand¬ 
led. 

Mrs. Dorothea Thoma s Lynch 
acted the part of Candida so na¬ 
turally that Shaw himself would 
hav e been delighted, omitting that 
aura of mystery with which so 
many actresses surround the char¬ 
acter and interpreting it as 
Shaw desired “like any other pr e t. 
ty woman—who has found that 
she can always manage people by 
engaging their affections and who 
does so frankly and instinctively 
without the smallest scruple.” 
Her movements were graceful, her 
voice sympathetic and understand¬ 
ing enough to charm any mere 
man. It was the most flawless 
acting the reviewer ever saw Mrs. 
Lynch do. 

The impersonation of Moroel 
by Mr. George Holt was dignified 
and judicious, and worthy of ad¬ 
miration for his facia and vocal 
expression, lacking perhaps a 
lightness of touch in the more 
jovial moments. His gestures were 
too automatically abrupt and re¬ 
petitive. Difficult though th e part 
was, Mr. Holt gave a sustained 
and natural performance. 

A new interpretation of the 
character of Marchbanks, and an 
unfortunate one in the reviewer's 
mind, was given by Mr. Colfax 
Sanderson. Although Shaw de¬ 
scribed him as “slight, effeminate, 
with a delicate childish voice” and

not the case. It merely Strength¬ 
ens in our minds the fact that this 
is an institution for its students, 
and not merely a place where pro¬ 
fessors may bury themselves in 
far-off corners with research pap¬ 
ers in hand. Rollins may not pay 
the greatest salarijes to its, in¬ 
structors in comparison with oth¬ 
er colleges, but it surely does 
boast a faculty that, while yet 
composed of truly learned men 
and women, consists of true hu¬ 
man beings in every 8 ense of the 
word. Perhaps such a recommen
